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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; Applicants argue that Gallagher does not recite 
the claimed biodegradable thermoplastic polymers. However, Gallagher clearly discloses the use of such polymers in column 7 of the 
reference wherein the two or more of the monomeric components are reacted to a prepolymer stage followed by addition of polylactide or 
polycaprolactone. Applicants argue that Gallagher does not disclose a breathable outer cover laminate in which every film layer and the 
fibrous nonwoven web are formed of biodegradable polymer. However, Gallagher does disclose the claimed invention in column 9 as the 
laminated nonwoven webs may be combined with each other. Applicants argue that Moss does not teach or suggest Applicants' 
biodegradable thermoplastic polymer. As set forth in the Final Rejection of December 8, 2006, Gallagher in view of Moss appears to 
disclose each of the limitations of claims 21-26, 31 , 35, 38-40, 48, 49, 53, 54, and 56-58, wherein Moss, as cited in Gallagher, discloses 
biaxial stretching of the laminate. The invention of Moss is clearly contemplated by Gallagher as Gallagher teaches that microporous films 
suitable for practicing the invention of Gallagher is taught in Moss, as seen in column 12 of Gallagher.
